1 . Claims 1-27 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

Group VI, claim(s) 10-12, and 15, drawn to a method of isolating ES cells. 

Group VII, claim(s) 10-12, and 15, drawn to method of isolating primordial gemi cells. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 10-12, and 15, drawn to a method of isolating HSC. 

Group IX, claim(s) 10-12, and 15, drawn to a method of isolating neuronal stem cells. 

Group X, claim(s) 10-12. and 15, drawn to a method of isolating mesenchymal stem 
cells. 

Group XI, claim(s) 13 and 17, drawn to a chimeric animal. 

Group XII, claim(s) 14, drawn to a method of making a chimeric animal with ES cell 
dependent on glycolysis. 

Group XIII, claim(s) 19-23, drawn to isolated stem cells that stain with JC-1 and are 
sensitive to inhibitors of MDR targets and a method of identifying said cells.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: The somatic stem cells are express 
different markers and differentiate into different lineages. The MDR inhibitors have 
different chemical properties and function by biologically different mechanisms.
